Some 
seventy vessels are now piled up on the 
shores of the island. Eighty lives were 
lost and over one hundred barns demol- 
ished and the crops all ruined.

iS IT YELLOW FEVER? 


A Scientific Description of the Mex- 


ican Epidemic, 
Dr. N. H. Matas, a physician at Her- 
mosillo, has contributed a lengthy ar- 


ticle to the Tucson Citizen fully de- 


scribing the epidemic now raging in the 
Mexican cities. The foilowing extracts 
will be of’interest. The communica- 
tion is dated Hermosillo, Sept. 29th: 


The characteristic symptoms of the 
epidemic prevailing here are: One par- 
oxysm of fever, lasting from one to four 
or five days, seldom more; the thermo- 


- metrical curve rising or lowering with 


out regard or proportion to the number 
of pulsations, which phenomena has 
been considered characteristic of yellow 
fever by Dr. Faget; jaundice; albumin- 
ous urine; suppression of urine. At 
the end of the paroxysm, when the fever 
is gone, the palient manifests great anx- 
iety; prostration; black discharges from 

the bowels; black vomit; increase of 
jaundice; irregularity and feebleness of | 
the pulse; and death. Some have no 

hemorrhage at all, nor black vomit. 

They have suppression of urine, and die 

with the poisoning of the urine, or ure- 
mia. These are the characteristie symp- 
toms of bad cases. 

_ We have here three types of the dis- 

cease; one cailed ephemeral, for the 

mildness of the fever, which always ter- 

minates inthe course of 24 or 48 hours. 

It subsides without hardly any medicine, 

as the poison is not sufficiently strong 

to kill, or affeet dangerously the vital 

powers. “ The great percentage of this 


type is among the native or acclimated 


people, and it is through this type that 
the rate of mortality is so favorable and 
small. 
Another type is one much more seri- 
ous than that just described, but not 
so malignant, however, as notto admit 
ofany:help. It generally subsides after 
a good fight by a skillful physician, and 
with good care and good nursing. It is 


in this type that with a good nurse and 
'a good physician, patients can be push- 


ed through safely. 
There is a third type, however, which 
assumes such a malignant character 
from the beginning, that the greatest 
care and attention, and the most skillful 
physician cannot save them. Symptoms 
of the worst nature succged one after the 
other in spite of alfhuman efforts on 
the part of the physician and nurse to 
: This type has been un- 
fortunately the most prevailing here 
among Americans and foreigners, and 
even those who have been attacked 
with a controllable fever, have, the most 
of them perished from the want of proper 
care and nursing. There is no hospital 
here and-no intelligent help can be ob- 
tained for any price or money. . 


I shall call attention also to some re- 
marks which have been made in regard 


-to the contagion and spreading of the 


disease. Some people think that yellow 
fever, being an infectious disease, ought 
to develop itself wherever it goes. but 
they ignore the fact that this disease 
cannot develop or spread in localities 
situated 2,500 feet above the level of 
the sea. It is based upon the consider- 
ation of this law that Dr, Hamilton has 
shid that ‘‘there is no danger that the 
present yellow fever epidemic should 
reach Arizona or New Mexico.’’ Tor 
this very reason I believe that the 
yellow fever will not spread to Magda- 
lena or Nogales. Parties going there 
from Guaymas or from this city might 
suffer with the disease and die there, 
like they die in the capital of Mexico 
who gothere after having contracted 
the infection, but 1 do not believe it 
waquid spread there any more than it 
doés in the city of Mexico. 

I hope that the above remarks will 
satisfy and convince the press and the 
physicians of this country thatthe pre- 
vailing epidemic disease in Mazatlan, 
Guaymas and Hermosilio is really the 
genuine yellow fever, and we advise 
Americans and foreigners not to come 
here thinking that it is only the ‘‘tonto,’’ 
the dangy, or some other innocent fever, 
for a great many have been induced to 
come under such misrepresentation of 
facts and have pxid for the mistake with 
their dear lives. 

The present epidemic will prevail 
here until we have a frost, and as the 
frost comes here very seldom before the 
end of December or Jatiuary we adyise 
the people not to come before then if 
they do not want to expose themselves 
to catch a dose of it and die.

THE AMADON MURDER. 


End of the Preliminary Examina- 


tion Before Justice Ling. 


Forster Held Without Ball--The Two Women 
Held to Bail--Tom Billings Discharged 
for Want of Evidence. 


Yesterday at noon the examination of 

John Forster, Tom Billings, Mrs. Ama- 

don and Mrs. Greenleaf, charged with 

the murder of Henry C. Amadon, was 

finished. The prosecution called about 
fifteen witnesses, but the defense pre- 

sented no evidence. A determined ef- 

fort was made to break down the testi- 
mony of the driver of the bakery wagon, 

but it utterly failed. His - statement 
from first to last remained unshaken, 

As the result of the examination, Bil- 
lings was discharged, Mrs. Amadon was 
heldin $2000 bail, as accessory after 
the fact, Mrs. Greenleaf was held in 

$1500, on the sume charge, and Forster 
was held on a charge of murder with- 
out bail. So ends the first chapter in 
this blody history. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
examination was held with closed doors, 

the TrmEs on Wednesday morning pub- 
lished the real facts;in the case, and the 
account has been fully verified by the 
evidence of Wm. Smith before 
Justice Ling. Before the  Cor- 
oner’s jury, Smith was very reticent 
and knew very little, but when it was 
over he went with the istrict Attorney 
before§Judge Bicknell, and made a con- 
fession, of which the Times report of 
Wednesday was an epitome. In sub- 
stunce’he swore to the same facts before 
Justice Ling, on Wednesday. It was 
believed then that he had not told the 
exact truth, nor all the truth, and it is 
believed now that he has held something 
back, but it is hoped the trial will com- 
pel him to tell all the facts in their 
naked wickedness. It is natural for 
him to want to shield himself and Mrs. 
Greenleaf, and he may want to 
save Forster by representing that 
Amadon made an_ attack- on his 
wife’s paramour. The story that Ama- 
don fired_is not believed by any one, 
neither is it credited that the 
pistol found at his side was his. It is 
undenied that Forster fired two shots 
and the bullets found in Amadon’s body 
would fit the pistol found, so that they 
were probably fired from that pistol, 
proving conclusively that Forster must 
have used that identical pistol in firing. 
It is generally believed that after shoot- 
ing Amadon he dropped the pistol on 
the ground, went hurriedly to the house 
and got another pistol, which was found 
on him when arrested. The pistol turn- 
ed in by Chief of Police Cuddy, as Fors- 
ter’s pistol, is a bull-dog, but, though 


' | the trigger and hammer seem to work, 


the cylinder does not revolve. This 
shows conclusively that he chang- 
ed pistols, for this pistol could 
not have been fired twice. If 
there were no premeditation, then, 
certainly, Forster shows a ready adroit- 
ness that well fits him for the criminal 
role. 

However, the parties held over are all 
in jail and will probably remain there, 
as it is doubtful if the women can give 
bail. The evidence is quite voluminous, 
but as soon as it can be transcribed the 
District Attorney will bring the cases 
before the Superior Court for immediate 
trial. 

Take it all in all it is a strange case, 
and would prove a fitting plot for a sen- 
sational novel of the baser sort. The 
husband, shot down inthe presence of 
his wife, by her paramour; the two wo- 


home, and, in the presence of the mur- 
dered man’s children, changing their 
clothes coming out in 
their night. dresses to weep over 
the dead body ; the brother- 
in-law, Billings, rushing wildly down 
town to notify the police. Then, to cap 
the climax, Forster was so overcome 
with grief that he was making prepara- 
tions to drape the engine house if 
mourning when arrested. He also went 
to the undértaker’s office, took a long, 
last look at his victim, tried to get into 
the Coroner’s inquest, and coolly went 
off smoking a cigarette. Smith, another 
of the group who surrounded the mur- 
dered man, on Wednesday thought it 
was his tearful duty to attend Amadon’s 
funeral, time alone preventing.

Attempted Burglary. 


NEW TO-DAY. 


Night before last Mr. P. N. Kellogg,

THE POULTRY YARD- 


Seasonable Hints as to Chickens: 
THE YOUNG COCKERELS. 

Some of the large varieties; such as 
the Brahmas, may be kept running to- 
gether till late in the fall, without 
trouble from the cockerels, but with 
the quick maturing birds the case is 
different. Notonly do these half-grown 
young rakes make the life of allthe 
hens and pullets a burden, but dwarf 
their own growth, are injured by bat- 
tles with rivals, and rarely do as well 
anyway when allowed to run at large 
with a flock of hens as when confined 
by themselves. But they must have 
good treatment, as large a run as pos- 
sible, given green grass, liberally fed, 
and their house kept clear of lice. As 
soon as you observe a fiery young 
cockerel chasing a hen, put him in 
the ‘‘cockerel yard,” where he will 
have nothing to do but grow. Cock- 
erels so separated are not so quarrel- 
some, grow faster, give no trouble, 
and are under your eye, where you can 
note their progress and cull out the 
poor ones. One of the great sccrets 
of success in poultry keeping is colo- 
nization; separate the cockerels from 
the pullets, and pullets from the hens, 
one flock of hens from another, large 
chicks from small ones, and by these 
divisions you every time increase your 
chances of success; and avert many 
catastrophes that would surely befall 
one great flock together. | 7 

THE YOUNG PULLETS. 

It is always the aim of the egg raiser 
to get the pullets to lay as quickly as 
possible, and to have a great flock of 
them ready to begin work laying. eggs 
as soon as the old birds stop in the fall 
is one of the ways to make’poultry- 
keeping profitable. There is no ques- 
tioning the fact that stimulating food 
will hasten the maturity of pullets, 
and will force them into the field as 
egg layers early intheseason. Stimu- 
lating food does not necessarily mean 
pepper, ginger and fiery compunds, but 
a generous diet, and above all, cooked 
meat,will effect the desired result. Ani- 
mal food, and plenty of it, will surely 
start the mature pullets to laying, and 
though we do not advise treating valu- 
abie breeding stock so, yet we are not 
sure that liberal feeding of cooked lean 
meat and ground green bones is at all 
injurious to the finest fowls, while, as 
tor birds kept for their eggs, that 
which will make them lay eggs is 
what we should feed. Butchers’ re- 
fuse meat, which costs but little, is 
easily obtained, but only that which 
is cleanly, easily boiled aud cut up 
fine should be taken—entrails, fat and 
putrid meat should be rejected as 
worse than worthless. It is true some 
do not advise the use of much meat in 
feeding poultry, but for moulting 
hens, for weakly chicks, for very ol 
breeding birds, and for bringing for- 
ward early-laying pullets, we have 
never found anything superior to 
cooked, lean, finely thinced meat and 
crushed green bones. 

CAUTIOUS CULLING. 

At this season of the year, in spite 
of all that is iterated and: reiterated 
to the contrary, we counsel those who 
have plenty of room to be cautious in 
culling. Where there are many chicks 
and little range, culling may well be 
sharp and searching. Only the very 
best birds should be spared here, be- 
cause there is only room for them, and 
the bad and indifferent live at their 
expense. Therefore, where your space 
is crowded, cull unsparingly; but 
where the range is ample let the birds 
grow, unless you can dispose of them 
profitably. It will not pay to kill 
them merely to reduce your flock, 
just yet. Except in cramped quar- 
ters, it is pre-eminently foolish to 
‘hatch and half rear a healthy chick, 
and then off with its head because of 
some standard defect. Such a bird 
should be sent to pot, but not ata 
loss; every week adds to its value; let 
it'grow. Possibly it may improve as 
it matures; Many a prize-winner was 
in chickenhood an unpromising speci- 
men, and many an_ inexperienced 
novice, eager to improve his flock, has 
killed the best birds in it by injudi- 
cious culling.—[New York Poultry 
Bulletin.
